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REPORT  OF  THE  STRATHAM 

VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

YEAR  OF  1959 


February  10,  1960 

Since  the  last  town  report  the  department  has  had 
several  chances  to  test  the  new  equipment.  A  fire  of 
considerable  seriousness  was  controlled  and  extin- 
guished at  Earl  Wiggin,  Sr.'s  on  March  1,  1959.  This 
was  our  first  real  ''fire  under  fire"  with  the  new  pumper 
and  testimonials  by  underwriters,  insurance  companies 
and  State  and  local  experts  were  very  complimentary 
of  the  effort  especially  in  view  of  the  accompanying 
difficulties.  We  all  give  the  new  and  dependable  equip- 
ment a  large  share  of  the  credit.  Numerous  brush 
and  chimney  fires  and  one  awkward  partition  blaze 
have  given  the  department  a  chance  to  become  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  last  year's  investments. 

Various  improvements  are  being  enjoyed.  The 
alarm  and  call  systems  have  had  constant  overhaul 
resulting  in  several  installations  for  setting  off  the 
alarm  from  remote  stations  away  from  the  fire  house, 
invaluable  in  saving  those  all  important  first  five  min- 
utes at  the  start  of  a  fire.  A  lighted  alarm  box  is 
located  outside  the  fire  house  in  anticipation  of  an 
emergency  when  no  telephone  is  available. 

Stratham  hosted  a  Mutual  Aid  meeting  and  attended 
others  in  support  of  the  system.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  with  little  exception  the  surrounding  towns 
have  all  purchased  new  tank  pumpers  in  the  last  five 
years.  Our  easterly  neighbor  is  looking  for  a  new  kit 
this  year  and  wrill  virtually  complete  the  circle.  This 
makes  our  Mutual  Aid  system  of  calling  for  nearest 
aid  very  attractive  and  smoothly  dependable. 
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An  asphalt  drive  has  been  installed  at  the  firehouse 
door.  Funds  raised  from  suppers,  raffles  and  auctions 
make  this  type  of  project  possible. 

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  continues  its  activities  in  sup- 
porting the  department.  New  coats  have  been  supplied 
for  members  and  tentative  projects  leave  us  anticipat- 
ing still  more  improvements. 

With  continued  town  support  and  enthusiastic  vol- 
unteer work,  fire  damage  risk  in  this  town  remains  at 
a  minimum.  Chief  Wiggin  and  his  operations  officers 
make  a  fine  guiding  team.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  and 
honor  to  preside  these  past  three  years.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town 
of  Stratham  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Memorial 
School  in  said  district  on  the  7th  day  of  March  1960,  at 
8  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  petition  the 
State  Board  of  Education  to  become  a  member  of  a 
Cooperative  School  District  for  Grades  7-12  which 
may  include  in  addition  to  the  District  any  two  or  more 
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of  the  following  Districts :  Brentwood,  East  Kingston, 
Epping,  Kensington  and  Newfields. 

9.  If  the  preceding  article  is  adopted,  to  see  if  the 
District  will  elect  two  representatives  to  serve  on  an 
interim  committee  with  elected  representatives  of  other 
School  Districts,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  finan- 
cial budget  for  the  operation  of  the  proposed  Cooper- 
ative School  District. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  enter  into  an 
equitable  contract  agreement  with  the  Exeter  School 
District  for  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  tuition 
pupils  beginning  with  the  school  year  1961-1962;  pro- 
vided that  the  necessary  facilities  are  available.

Exeter  is  that  of  educating  the  students  in  grades  7-12 
in  the  near  future.  Exeter  High  School  can  house, 
with  some  difficulty,  the  tuition  pupils  in  grades  8-12 
from  Stratham,  Kensington  and  Newfields  for  the 
school  year  1960-1961.  After  that  the  projected  enroll- 
ments exceed  any  reasonable  capacity  for  the  school 
plant. 

The  Exeter  School  District  will  again  vote  on  an 
addition  to  the  high  school  this  year.  If  voted,  the 
capacity  of  the  school  would  be  increased  from  800  to 
1,200  pupils  and  Exeter  would  be  in  a  position  to  con- 
tinue to  furnish  school  facilities  for  junior  and  senior 
high  school  students  from  the  school  districts  in  the 
Exeter  area. 

Because  of  Exeter's  failure  to  vote  for  an  addition 
last  March  several  school  board  members  in  the 
surrounding  towns  initiated  a  study  of  the  formation 
of  a  cooperative  school  district  to  include  grades  7-12 
in  the  districts  of  Stratham,  Kensington,  Newfields, 
Brentwood,  East  Kingston  and  Epping.  Committees 
have  been  formed  and  monthly  meetings  held.  Much 
information  has  been  obtained  concerning  this  possibil- 
ity as  a  solution  to  the  problem.  I  would  encourage 
each  citizen  to  give  careful  consideration  to  the  pros 
and  cons  of  the  study. 

Last  year  Stratham  and  Greenland  each  voted  for  a 
Helping  Teacher  starting  with  the  year  1959-60,  thus 
making  the  vote  unanimous  for  the  six  school  districts 
in  Supervisory  Union  #16.  Because  ot  the  length  of 
the  legislative  year,  approval  was  not  received  from 
the  State  Board  of  Education  concerning  the  payment 
of  the  state's  share  of  the  salary  until  late  in  September 
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which  made  it  impossible  to  employ  anyone  for  the 
position  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  On 
February  1  Mr.  Donald  Elsemore  will  start  his  duties 
as  Helping  Teacher  and  Elementary  Supervisor  for  the 
Union. 

Five  of  the  six  school  districts  in  the  Union,  includ- 
ing Stratham,  voted  at  the  annual  meetings  to  organize 
a  class  for  Retarded  Children  at  the  elementary  level, 
this  class  to  start  with  the  newr  school  year.  Likely 
candidates  in  all  of  the  towns  were  given  individual 
mental  ability  tests  and  on  the  basis  of  all  available 
data  fourteen  children  were  selected  for  the  class.  In 
each  case  the  consent  of  the  parents  was  obtained. 
Two  members  of  this  class  are  from  Stratham.  Mrs. 
Marian  Webster  was  elected  as  teacher  of  the  group. 
Two  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Robinson  Semin- 
ary building  are  used  for  this  purpose.  I  believe  that 
Mrs.  Webster  is  accomplishing  a  great  deal  with  these 
youngsters. 

The  introduction  of  educational  television  programs 
over  Channel  11  this  year  has  supplemented  and  en- 
riched the  work  of  several  classes.  Regular  in-school 
programs  in  science  for  grades  3,  5  and  6  are  being- 
used.  For  the  second  semester  grade  4  social  studies, 
which  will  feature  New  Hampshire  History,  will  be 
offered.  The  District  is  grateful  to  the  Parent-Teacher 
Association  for  the  gift  of  the  television  set.  The  school 
district  paid  the  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  per  pupil  plus 
the  cost  of  the  teacher  guides.  This  is  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  school  program. 

Mrs.  Naomi  Beairsto  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Young-  are 
again  operating  a  good  hot  lunch  program. 

Mr.  Alfred  Fischer  as  janitor  is  keeping  the  building 
tidy  and  clean. 
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I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which 
follow. 

Again  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  citizens,  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board  and 
to  the  teachers  for  their  excellent  cooperation  and 
support.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  music  supervisor  for 
the  year  1959  : 

In  January,  a  group  of  sixth  and  seventh  grade 
pupils  presented  a  short  musical  program  for  the 
members  of  the  Stratham  Unity  Club. 

"The  Mikado",  by  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  was  given  in 
May.  with  pupils  of  the  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades 
participating.  The  proceeds  totaled  about  $70,  and 
this,  plus  about  $70  realized  from  the  performance  of 
<JHMS  Pinafore"  in  1958.  went  towards  the  purchase 
of  a  tape  recorder  and  record  player  for  the  school. 
I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Allen  for  coaching  the  dramatics 
in  the  operetta.   Mrs.   Matthews  for  her  work  on  the 
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scenery,  and  the  teachers  and  all  others  who  helped 
with  the  costumes  and  properties. 

A  meeting  of  the  principals  of  this  area  was  held  at 
the  school  in  October,  at  which  time  a  group  of  pupils 
from  the  upper  grades  presented  a  program  of  Mexican 
songs  and  dances. 

At  the  November  meeting  of  the  PTA  the  same 
Mexican  program  was  presented. 

A  program  of  Christmas  songs  and  readings  was 
prepared  and  presented  by  Mrs.  Scammon  for  the 
December  meeting  of  the  Unity  Club.  A  group  of 
seventh  grade  students  participated. 

A  Christmas  operetta,  "In  Quest  of  Santa  Claus", 
was  given  in  December  by  the  pupils  of  the  first  four 
grades.  Mrs.  Wiggin  worked  very  hard  on  the  scenery 
and  the  operetta  as  did  Mrs.  Clements,  Mrs.  Tucker, 
and  Mrs.  Barker,  and  they  should  receive  the  credit  for 
the  operetta's  success.  A  group  of  Christmas  songs 
were  sung  by  the  pupils  of  the  upper  grades  between 
the  acts. 

A  music  workshop  for  the  elementary  teachers  in 
this  union  was  held  in  November  at  the  Exeter  High 
School.  I  am  sure  that  everyone  felt  that  Mrs.  Settle, 
the  music  specialist  in  charge  of  the  workshop  was 
very  helpful  and  inspiring. 

It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the  music  supervisor  that 
the  music  program  is  enjoyed  by  the  pupils,  and  that 
from  the  various  musical  activities  each  will  find  some- 
thing to  help  enrich  his  life.  The  activities  include 
ear-training,  rhythms,  rhythm  band,  singing,  singing 
games,  action  songs,  dancing,  work  with  tonettes,  mu- 
sic appreciation,  learning  the  fundamentals  of  music, 
note-reading  and  part-singing. 
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In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  members 
of  the  School  Board,  the  PTA,  Mrs.  Allen,  the  teachers 
and  parents  for  their  help  and  cooperation  throughout 
the  year.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  school  nurse 
have  been  increasing  in  educational  content  and  scope 
during  recent  years.  School  Nursing  is  a  growing  field 
of  professional  nursing.  She  functions  within  the 
established  framework  of  the  pupil  health  services 
provided  by  the  schools  in  which  she  serves. 

The  following  functions  are  performed  at  least  once 
a  week  or  of tener  by  school  nurses : 

1.  Teacher-nurse  conferences  advising  about  health 
conditions  of  the  pupil  as  revealed  by  school  health 
appraisal. 

2.  Conferences  with  pupils  returning  from  ab- 
sences because  of  illness  or  when  other  needs  indicate. 

3.  Referring  children  to  school  or  family  physician. 

4.  Referring  children  to  special  clinics. 

5.  Aiding  injured  or  ill  pupils  in  school. 

6.  Home  visits  for  follow-up  conference  with  par- 
ents regarding  a  child's  physical,  social  and  emotional 
health. 

7.  Keeping  records  on  each  individual  child. 

8.  Preparing  for  and  assisting  at  physical  exam- 
inations. 

9.  Emergency  health  services. 

10.  Vision  and  auditory  screening. 

11.  Urinalysis  on  all  pupils. 
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12.  Aid  in  socio-economic  needs  of  individuals  in 
the  community. 

13.  Conferences  with  Guidance  personnel. 

The  school  nurse  also  assists  in  planning  immuniza- 
tion clinics  with  State  Health  Nurse;  attends  various 
meetings  in  the  interest  of  the  child;  attends  classes 
promoting  her  own  professional  growth;  participates 
at  child  guidance  conferences  when  necessary ;  has 
several  conferences  with  social  services  and  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  interpreting  the  needs 
of  individuals. 

The  following  figures  do  not  include  services  ren- 
dered the  tuition  students  attending  Exeter  High 
School.  Those  figures  are  included  in  the  School  Health

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISORY  UNION 
RETARDED  CLASS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

This  is  the  different  developmental  class.  It  is  not 
basically  remedial,  but  uses  many  remedial  practices. 
It  should  never  be  a  make-up  class,  yet  in  this  instance 
it  is.  It  cannot  be  classified  as  a  tutoring  set-up,  yet 
each  child  is  given  help  which  his  individual  need 
indicates. 

There  are  fourteen  children  in  this  group  which  is 
located  in  the  Seminary  building.  They  range  in 
chronological  age  from  eleven  to  fifteen.  These  children 
have  been  in  the  various  elementary  school  grades  from 
the  third  to  the  sixth.  Taken  from  a  regulation  class- 
room they  have  found  the  transition  not  too  difficult, 
for  this  class  is  academically  basic. 

The  days  are  formal  with  an  informal  tone.  There 
is  discipline  yet  leniency  with  a  firmness. 

The  program  is  practical  above  the  theoretical.  We 
read  because  we  must  know  the  "hows"  and  "whys", 
for  direction  and  safety.  We  study  arithmetic  because 
we  must  know  how  to  measure,  tell  time,  use  a  calendar 
and  take  care  of  our  money.  We  enjoy  the  specialized 
subjects  because  we  need  them  for  our  leisure  hours. 
Oral  lessons  are  promoted  so  even  the  non-reader  can 
become  an  active  participant.  Fluency  of  speech  is  a 
common  denominator  and  a  factor  in  childhood  and 
adult  compatability. 

A  complete  innovation  in  the  state  is  the  Boy  Scout 
Group  organized  for  these  boys.  It  meets  weekly  with 
its  leader  and  is  a  troop  unto  itself.     Such  a  program 
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is  paving  the  way  toward  the  future  —  a  future  not- 
devoid  of  but  complete  with  community  opportunities. 

These  children  are  basically  good,  sound  and  worth- 
while investments,  as  are  all  children.  We  endeavor 
to  fit  them  for  life.
